DEFICIT

season, in which they once again 
took the Ishmian League cham- 
pionship. 


© The balance sheet kow a 
loss of £2,822, although the 
club’s share of the Amateur Cup 
pool — approximately £850 — 
4s not taken into consideration in 
the Cup tie figure. 


The deficit was kept down by 
donations totalling over £2,000 
from the Supporters Club and 
£600 by Luton Town F.C.
